The Irish question is not an inter­ 
national question.

make "self-determination of peoples” '

.often and soil the eggs; to gather the 
eggs twice daily; to keep the eggs in 
la cool, dry room or cellar; to market 
the eggs at least twice a week. and to 
pen or dispose of all roosters as soon 
as the hatching season is over.

Hens isolated on range and pasture 
I from the male birds produce infertile 
eggs of desirable market quality.

general, about two weeks after the 
roosters are removed from the flock 
I tho hens will again yield infertile 
i eggs. Occasionally hens running with 
male birds produce infertile eggs, but 
as a rule this results from the fowls 
being confined too closely, being over- 
1 fat, or not having access to enough 
igreen feed.

There 
are only a few places in the county 
where the citrus tree, in a citrus belt, 
has been gctt:ng too much irrigation.

Approach of warm weather adds to 
the dairym an’* problem of keeping milk 
from souring. 
It is commonly known 
th^J bacteria in milk produces changes 
which spoil It 
and 
therefore every 
means should be taken to reduce the 
bacteria content of milk as much as 
possible. 
This can be done, first, by 
producing milk under clean conditions, 
second, by producing, handing and by 
keeping It in sterilized utensils, 
aud, 
third by cooling it and keeping it cold. 
Dirty milk utensils, and even those 
which apparently are clean but which 
have not been sterilized, contain vast 
numbers of bacteria which are addled 
to milk or cream when it comes in con- 
tact with them. It is true that even 
when milk Is produced under clean 
conditions it will contain a few bac­ 
teria for when such milk is placed in 
unsterilized utensils or is run through 
an unsterilised strainer cloth of the 
separator, large numbers of bacteria 
are added, which are apt to spoil it 
quickly. W hen dairy utensils ase ster­ 
ilized by steam most of the bacteria 
and all disease germs are destroyed, 
and therefore milk and cream in these 
utensils will keep sweet much longer. 
Sterilization of utensils on farm s is 
neither difficult nor expensive if the 
simple steam sterilizer designed by 
dairy specialists of the United States 
Departm ent of Agriculture is used. 
The additional keeping quality which 
the si.eriPzation of utensils will give 
milk and <^ream probably will pay for 
(he cost*Of the sterilizer in one sea­ 
son.

The fireless cooker can be used 
to 
keep food cold as well as hot, because 
heat cannot pass in to warm the con­ 
tents anv more than it can pass out. 
and cool them. 
In this respect it 
works very much like a refrigerator. 
In fact, both the cooking box and the 
Ice box are constructed on the same 
principle—supplying 
a constant-tem- 
perature cham ber with non-conducting j 
walls. Well-constructed ice boxes are J 
made with some insulating m aterial 
or dead-air space between the inner j 
and outer walls, and the covers and J 
doors close in such a way as to pre­ 
vent heat passing in or out. Of course, 
,the more often tile doors are opened, 
the more heat passes in and the more 
quickly the ice melts and the tem per­ 
ature rises. 
Fortunately this is less 
serious than the loss of heat when a 
fireless cooker is opened 
When the cooker is used to keep 
food cool, it must be chilled to the de­ 
sired tem perature before it is put in. 
The more nearly heat-proof the walls, 
the longer the material keeps its orig­ 
inal tem perature. Ice cream put in a 
well-made fireless cooker ought to re­ 
main firm as long as if it were packed 
In salt and ice in an ordinary freezer. 
Many cooks prefer to pack such half­ 
frozen desserts as mousse or parfait 
in a fireless cooker rather than in a 
freezer because there is le^s danger 
of them becoming too cold and hard. 
It is often convenient to make cold 
drinks, like lemonade or fruit punch, 
some hours before they are used 
chilling them and placing in the cook­ 
er they can be kept cool without Ice. 
Sometimes a little ice is put into 
the box with the food to make it 
cooler, just 
as 
hot 
soapstones 
or 
bricks are put in to make it hotter. 
Because there is less space to keep 
cool, much less ice is needed than in 
the cham ber of an ice box. The ice in 
the cooker melt* slowly and so keeps 
the tem perature down much longer 
than 
if 
it were 
used 
in 
an open 
pitcher. 
W hat receptacles it is best to use 
for food to be kept cool in the cooker 
depends on their kind. The m aterial 
can often be put directly into the pail, 
just as if it were to be cooked. For 
liquids it is sometimes more conven­ 
ient to use a low bottle or a fruit jar 
which will go in the nest. If ice is to 
be used, it is usually cracked and 
packed around the bottle or dish.

The fly deposits its eggs 
through the seed pod directly into the 
green seed, where the larva is hatch­ 
ed 
and 
grows 
to 
m aturity. 
All 
changes, both larval and pupal, are 
effected inside the seed. The adult in­ 
sect emerges through a hole cut at 
one end of the seed, leaving only a 
hollow shell. 
The egg of the chalcis fly 
Is 
so 
small as to be invisible to the naked 
eye. 
Even the presence of the living 
Larva in the seed is hard to detect. 
except by opening the seed® and ex­ 
amining them under 
a 
microsccpe. 
There is some modification, however, 
of the shape of the seed 
in 
which 
larvae are feeding. 
The color also 
is likely to be darker and the surface 
less glossy. 
Control m easures have been worked 
out by experts of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. The basis 
of control work is to allow no seed 
pods to develop anywhere before those 
of the regular seed crop and to leave 
no infested pods in fields or around 
stacks in which the larva 
or 
pupa 
may over-winter.
